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FERTILIZER  REPORT— 1934 


INTRODUCTION 


The  Fertilizer  Law,  Act  of  May  1,  1909,  as  amended,  regulates  the 
^ale  of  and  defines  Commercial  Fertilizers  as  including  every  sub- 
stance sold  for  fertilizing  and  manurial  purposes,  except  the  dung  of 
domestic  animals,  marl,  lime  and  wood  ashes.  Registration  is  required 
for  each  calendar  year  or  portion  thereof  and  before  being  offered 
for  sale  for  each  kind  and  brand  of  Commercial  Fertilizer  and  all  sacks 
or  attached  cards  are  required  to  be  printed  with  the  following:  Net 
weights,  brand  or  trade  names,  names  and  addresses  of  Manufacturers 
or  Importers  and  guarantees  for  the  minimum  percentage  of  each  of 
the  following  constituents:  (a)  Nitrogen;  (b)  total  phosphoric  acid, 
except  in  mixed  and  super  phosphate  fertilizers;  (c)  available  phos- 
phoric acid;  (d)  potash  soluble  in  distilled  water.  All  Fertilizers  are 
required  to  contain  not  less  than  1  per  cent,  of  nitrogen,  or  1  per  cent, 
of  available  phosphoric  acid  or  1  per  cent,  of  potash  and  mixed 
Fertilizers  not  less  than  16  units  or  16  per  cent.,  of  total  plant  food, 
namely,  not  less  than  1  per  cent,  of  nitrogen ;  1  per  cent,  of  available 
phosphoric  acid  and  1  per  cent,  of  potash.  All  guarantees  for  these 
constituemts  in  the  case  of  mixed  Fertilizers  must  be  in  even  units  or 
percentages,  no  fractional  guarantees  being  permitted.  Any  Fertilizer 
with  a  brand  or  trade  name  including  the  word  "tobacco"  is  required 
to  contain  potash  in  the  form  of  sulphate  of  potash. 

The  number  of  tons  of  each  kind  and  brand  of  Fertilizer  sold 
annually  during  the  preceding  year  is  required  to  be  reported  with 
applications  for  registration.  These  tonnage  reports  should  be  sub- 
mitted for  all  brands,  regardless  of  whether  or  not  certain  of  them 
v/ill  be  discontinued  or  re-registered,  the  basis  of  registration  fees  for 
re-registered  brands  being  determined  on  the  amount  of  tonnage  sales 
reported. 

In  order  that  the  requirements  of  the  law  may  become  effective  and 
the  sale  of  Fertilizer  properly  regulated,  provision  is  made  for  en- 
forcement by  authorizing  the  collection  and  analysis  of  official  samples, 
the  publication  of  the  results  obtained  for  the  information  of  the  pub- 
lic and  by  making  it  unlawful  for  selling  agents  to  sell  Fertilizers 
which  fail  to  meet  the  guarantees  claimed  for  labeled  and  registered 
constituents  and  for  failing  to  effect  registration. 

During  the  Spring  and  Fall  shipping  seasons  of  1934  the  Special 
Agents  collected  from  selling  agencies  throughout  the  Commonwealth 
1493  official  samples,  which,  together  with  reports  covering  each  ship- 
ment or  lot  samples  and  showing  information  printed  upon  sacks  or 
attached  cards,  including  sales  conditions,  were  submitted  for  ex- 
amination. Of  this  number  1478,  representing  478  brands,  registered 
by  58  manufacturing  and  jobbing  firms,  were  analyzed  for  the  forms  of 
plant  food  constituents  which  they  were  guaranteed  to  contain,  repre- 
senting 6  classes,  which,  together  with  the  number  of  brands  and 
samples  in  each  class,  were  as  follows :

BRANDS  REGISTERED  AND  TONNAGE  SALES 

Registration  or  license  fees  are  required  to  be  P^^.^  ^ 
$50  for  each  kind  or  brand  registered,  as  follows:  $15  for  each  new 
brand  and  also  for  each  brand  re-registered  where  the  tonnage  sales 
during  a  preceding  year  did  not  exceed  150  tons.  The  remammg  fees 
for  re^registered  brands,  based  on  tonnage  reports,  are  as  follows :  150 
to  250  tons,  $20 ;  250  to  400  tons,  $30 ;  400  to  500  tons,  $40 ;  and  over 
500  tons,  $50  for  each  brand.  .    n  „a 

The  Fertilizer  applications  for  registration  received  and  approved 
for  1934  sales,  for  which  159  licenses  were  issued  to  116  iDanufacturing 
and  importing  firms,  covered  883  different  kinds  and  brands  of  Fer- 
ti^izerr  Of  the  total  number  of  brands  667  were  mixed  Fertilize^ 
guaranteed  to  contain,  as  required  by  the  law,  16  per  cent.,  or  16  total 
units  of  plant  food,  the  remaining  brands,  including  simple  or 
"base"  materials,  supplying  either  nitrogen,  phosphoric  acid  or  potash. 

tTc  tonnage  r^por't?  Submitted  with  1^34  reg.tration  appl^^^^^^^^^^^ 
showed  that  during  the  preceding  year  1933,  23^,977  tons  ot  i^  er 
tilizers  were  sold  (compared  with  241,865  tons  sold  durmg  1932)  the 
amount  of  each  class  being  as  follows:  Complete  Fertilizers  166  931 
tons  -  Ground  Bone  Fertilizers,  2680  tons;  Superphosphate  Fertilizers 
47,055  tons;  Lime  Phosphate  Fertilizers,  3476  toi^ ;  Ammoniated 
Phosphate  Fertilizers,  29  tons;  Rock  and  Potash  Fertilizers,  7181 
tons;  and  Miscellaneous  Fertilizers  including  f^^l^^^^^"  J^^S 
1520  tons;  Dried  Blood,  3  tons;  Nitrate  of  Soda,  437  tons;  Potash 
Salts,  513  tons;  Sulphate  of  Ammonia,  937  tons;  and  unclassified 

^^iVe^ttmate  of  the  amount  of  each  kind  of  plant  food  supplied  by 
the  Fertilizers  sold  during  1933  on  the  basis  of  g^^rantees  included 
hi  registrations  approved,  shows  that  approximately  5019  tons  ot 
nitrogen,  25,139  tons  of  total  and  available  phosphoric  acid  and  999.^ 
tons  of  water  soluble  potash,  or  a  total  of  40,141  tons  of  plant  food 
were  disposed  of  during  the  preceding  year  These  figures  show  a 
slight  decrease  in  the  amount  of  total  plant  food  consumed  for  1933, 
in  comparison  with  42,564  tons  estimated  for  1932. 

CONCLUSIONS 

The  Fertilizer  Law  requires  guarantees  to  be  registered  and  shown 
on  sacks  or  attached  cards  for  nitrogen,  available  phosphoric  acid  and 
water  soluble  potash.  In  the  case  of  mixed  Fertilizers  it  is  also  re- 
quired that  the  guarantees  shall  be  given  m  even  units,  and  that  tne 
plant  food  guaranteed  and  contained  in  mixed  Fertilizers  shall  be  not 
less  than  16  total  units.  Guarantees  for  total  phosphoric  acid  are  not 
permitted  for  mixed  and  Superphosphate  Fertilizers,  but  may  be  given 
for  untre-ated  materials  in  lieu  of  guarantees  for  available  phosphoric 
acid  Accordingly  the  Tables,  showing  the  results  of  chemical  aiialyses 
accompanying  this  report,  sbow  in  the  case  of  Complete _  Fertilizers 
both  found  and  guaranteed  nitrogen,  available  phosphoric  acid  and 
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potash;  for  Ground  Bone  Fertilizers,  found  and  guaranteed  nitrogen 
and  total  phosphoric  acid;  for  Superphosphate  and  Lime  Phosphate 
Fertilizers,  found  and  guaranteed  total,  available  and  insoluble  phos- 
phoric acid;  for  Rock  and  Potash  Fertilizers,  found  and  guaranteed 
available  phosphoric  acid  and  potash,  and  for  Miscellaneous  Fertilizers, 
found  and  guaranteed  nitrogen,  total,  available  and  insoluble  phos- 
phoric acid  and  potash  according  to  the  character  of  the  materials 
included. 

Of  the  1478  ofiScial  samples  analyzed,  227,  or  15.4  per  cent.,  were 
deficient  in  one  or  more  forms  of  plant  food,  compared  with  guarantees, 
to  the  extent  of  .2  per  cent,  or  more,  and  .1  per  cent,  or  more  in  the 
case  of  guarantees  of  .50  per  cent,  or  less.  This  proportion  of  deficien- 
cies was  slightly  higher  than  the  14.7  per  cent,  variations  reported  for 
1933.  Considering  the  plant  food  constituents  separately,  30  or  2.7 
per  cent.,  of  the  samples  were  deficient  in  nitrogen,  3  or  .5  per  cent., 
in  total  phosphoric  acid,  77  or  5.6  per  cent.,  in  available  phosphoric 
acid  and  125,  or  11.0  per  cent.,  in  potash. 

Of  the  total  Fertilizers  examined  about  two  thirds  of  them,  or  1034 
samples  and  335  brands,  were  Complete  Fertilizers,  supplying  nitro- 
gen, available  phosphoric  acid  and  potash,  and  of  this  class  203,  or 
19.6  per  cent.,  failed  to  meet  their  guarantees,  26  or  2.5  per  cent.,  being 
deficient  in  nitrogen,  70  or  6.8  per  cent.,  deficient  in  available  phos- 
phoric acid  and  115  or  11.1  per  cent.,  in  potash.  There  were  1,019 
samples  of  the  Complete  Fertilizers  in  which  the  potash  was  supplied 
as  muriate,  12  as  sulphate  and  3  in  which  both  muriate  and  sulphate 
of  potash  were  supplied.  Only  5  samples  included  the  word  "tobacco" 
as  a  part  of  the  brand  name,  the  potash  being  supplied  in  the  sulphate 
form,  as  required.  The  average  selling  retail  value  was  estimated  as 
$27.45  a  ton  compared  with  $24.44  for  1933.  There  were  55  dif- 
ferent formula  grades  of  complete  Fertilizers  supplying  from  1  to 
10  per  cent,  nitrogen,  from  5  to  24  per  cent,  available  phosphoric  acid 
and  from  2  to  14  per  cent,  potash.  The  grades  which,  according  to 
the  larger  proportion  of  samples  and  brands  selected  for  analysis  and 
which  were  apparently  sold  in  the  greater  amoujats,  together  with  the 
average  selling  values,  were  as  follows :

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There  were  4  of  the  54  samples  of  Ground  Bone  Fertilizers,  or  7.4 
Tjer  cent  which  were  found  to  be  deficient  in  plant  food  compared 
^^^th  miarantees  1  or  1.9  per  cent.,  being  deficient  m  nitrogen,  and 
ro^s'rpertent'.,  deficient  I  total  phosphoric  acid.  There  was  l  or  A 
ner  cent  of  the  247  Superphosphate  Fertilizers  which  were  deficient 
fn  avaUable  phosphoric  acid,  and  of  the  Lime  Phosphate  Fertilizers 
rone  were  deficient.  Of  the  77  Rock  and  Potash  Fertilizers  16,  or 
20.8  per  cent.,  failed  to  meet  their  guarantees  6  or  7  8  per  cent,  being 
deficient  in  available  phosphoric  acid  and  10  or  13.0  per  cent.,  in 
notash  The  47  Miscellaneous  Fertilizers  included  the  following:  17 
Ses  of  Nitrate  of  Soda,  11  of  Sulphate  of  Ammonia,  6  of  Tankage 
1  of  Kainit,  10  of  Muriate  of  Potash  and  2  Cyanamid.  Of  this  class 
3  or  6.4  per  cent.,  were  deficient  in  nitrogen. 

The  retail  selling  prices  estimated  for  the  various  classes  of  l^er- 
tilizers  were  highe?  than  those  estimated  for  the  1933  inspection,  as 
will  be  noted  in  Table  II.  The  average  unit  values  estimated  from  the 
average  retail  seUing  prices  were  as  follows:  $1.94  for  nitrogen,  $L01 
ioT  available  phosphoric  acid  and  $1.90  for  water  soluble  PO  The 
retail  selling  prices,  together  with  averages  for  each  class,  will  be  found

A  review  of  the  Fertilizer  Inspection  accomplished  tor  1934  snows 
that  as  a  rule  the  fertilizers  which  were  offered  for  sale  were  duly 
registered  as  required  and  that  while  approximately  15.4  per  cent,  ot 
all  the  samples  show  deficiencies,  they  were  not  sufficiently  senou.  m 
the  maiority  of  cases,  as  they  were  to  a  large  extent  balanced  by 
overages  and  the  fertilizers  supplied  Pennsylvania  consumers,  based  on 
the  shipments  examined,  as  a  rule,  were  correctly  guaranteed.

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KEY  TO  TABLES 


The  following  tables  include  the  results  of  chemical  analyses  of  the 
ofi&eial  samples.  Bach  sample  was  given  a  chemist's  number  and 
analyzed  for  nitrogen,  total  and  available  phosphoric  acid  and  water 
soluble  potash. 

In  order  to  economize  a  change  has  been  made  in  the  method  of 
preparing  tables,  showing  results  of  chemical  analyses  so  that  instead 
of  the  detailed  analyses  of  each  sample  analyzed,  where  two  or  more 
samples  of  the  same  brand  were  examined  and  which  met  the  claimed 
guarantees,  the  results  were  averaged.  Therefore,  the  results  of  analy- 
ses shown  in  the  tables  will  include  samples  representing  single  brands, 
averages  of  two  or  more  samples  of  the  same  brand  and  the  results  of 
separate  samples  which  failed  to  meet  their  guarantees.  The  chemist's 
numbers,  for  the  samples  listed  and  included  in  the  averages,  will  be 
found  in  parenthesis  after  the  brand  names.  They  are  grouped  in 
alphabetical  order  of  manufacturers  and  brand  names  with  names  and 
addresses  of  manufacturers  or  jobbers.  The  list  of  the  names  of  selling 
agents  has  been  discontinued. 

The  asterisk  (*)  indicates  the  cases  where  total  nitrogen,  available 
phosphoric  acid  and  total  potash  were  deficient  to  the  extent  of  .2  per 
cent,  or  more  below  their  respective  guarantees. 

Order  of  results  of  analyses :  Total  Nitrogen  found  and  guaranteed ; 
Total  Phosphoric  Acid  found  and  guaranteed  in  the  case  of  ground 
bone,  superphosphate  and  miscellaneous  fertilizers;  Available  Phos- 
phoric Acid  found  and  guaranteed;  Insoluble  Phosphoric  Acid  found 
and  guaranteed  in  the  case  of  superphosphate  and  miscellaneous  ferti- 
lizers and  Potash  as  Muriate.  In  those  eases  where  Potash  listed  as 
Muriate  is  less  than  the  total  Potash,  the  balance  is  in  the  form  of 
Sulphate  of  Potash.  Where  there  is  a  blank  included  in  the  Muriate 
column  instead  of  figures,  all  of  the  Potash  is  in  the  form  of  Sulphate 
of  Potash. 

To  determine  the  formula  of  any  brand  as  guaranteed,  use  the  guar- 
antees for  Nitrogen,  Available  Phosphoric  Acid  and  Total  Potash.  For 
example  Nitrogen  guarantee  equals  4%  ;  Available  Phosphoric  Acid, 
8%  ;  Potash  6%.   Formula  therefore  is  4-8-6.
